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‘JOHN WEBB OF NORTHAMPTON

1. JoHN Wess, born probably about 1615, England, died 
May 19, 1670, Northampton, Mass.; m. (1), prob. ab. 1640, ANN 
Bassett, who d. Aug. 26, 1667, Northampton, daughter of John 
& Margery Bassett of New Haven, Conn.; m. (2), Oct. 16, 1667, 
Northampton, E.izaBetu Swirt, bp. Mar. 24, 1640/1, Dorchester, 
Mass., d. Dee. 1691, Northampton, daughter of Thomas & Eliza- 
beth (Capen) Swift of Dorchester. She m. (2), after Mar. 26, 
1672, Robert Danks, d. Feb. 28, 1692, Northampton, Mass. 

The first record found of John Webb shows that he was 
released from his master William Parks of Roxbury, Mass., on 
Jan. 6, 1633/4. If he was then eighteen years of age, he was born 
about 1615. As a single man, he joined the church at Boston 
on Mar. 9, 1633/4. He probably lived in Boston for the next ten 
years, but no evidence has been found that he owned any prop- 
erty there. He married, probably ab. 1640, Ann, the daughter 
of John Bassett, who resided near Boston before settling in New 
Haven. John Webb probably was living in Hartford, Ct. on 
Feb. 5, 1647/8, when his daughter Mary was born there. He 
was a ‘‘new settler’’ there in 1648 when he acquired lot No. 42 
on Trumbull Street. In the early part of the year 1649, John 
Webb of Hartford got into difficulties with Ralph Keeler and 
was put under bonds to keep the peace. In March 1649 he 
recovered a judgment against Keeler for 4s. damages, but in a 
later action for slander failed to recover. He certainly was 
living in Connecticut on Oct. 27, 1649, as shown by a notarized 
receipt given on that date in Boston by ‘‘Edward Dayer, sea- 
man’’ in which he discharged ‘‘ John Web of Connecticot, brasier, 
of one bill of record’’ dated Oct. 11, 1649, Dayer having received 
the goods. The receipt was witnessed by John Sanford, who was

necticot brasier doe acknowledge myselfe to be indebted unto 
Edw Dare the full and just summe of seventeene pounds sterling 


to be paid in beefe porke pease and flour within fyve weeks after 


the date hereof upon paine of forfeiting the double summe 
unless either wind or wether shall hinder. in witnes whereof | 
have set my hand the day above written.’’ Witness John Sanford. 

About a year later he was living in Boston as shown by the 
deaths of his daughter Susannah and son Richard in Oct. 1651. 
The Boston Town Records show that on Nov. 25, 1651, ‘‘ John 
Web, Brasier, was admitted to Inhabit in the Towne six months 
and if he behave himself well, for longer Tyme.’’ He probably 
moved back to Connecticut the next year and on May 3, 1653, 
was living in Stamford, when he signed the original petition t« 
‘plant, possess and inhabit Nonotuck’’ now Northampton. ‘‘ He 
may have been a brother or cousin of Richard Webb of Stam- 
ford.’’ (Judd ms.) On Oct. 3, 1653, he was present at a meeting 
of the planters and signed the agreement to settle in Northamp- 
ton by the next spring. 

‘*Tt is probable that he was one of the first four men to arrive 
there in 1654, others being Robert Bartlett, William Holton, 
and Edward Elmer’’ (Trumbull). It is also probable that he 
left his family in Hartford during the summer of 1654. Attached 
to the minutes of a General Meeting of the town of Hartford 
Feb. 15, 1655, is a memorandum entitled ‘‘Men that wanted 
Leaders 54’’ followed by another of the same, ‘‘Men wanting 
Laders 55,’’ each with a list of names. The name of Jno Webb 
appears in the first list, but not in the second. The reference 
is to an ordinance previously passed by the meeting requiring 
all householders to provide themselves with ladders long enough 
to reach to the eaves. The numerals undoubtedly refer to years. 
In Northampton, John Webb had two home lots, one of two 
acres on the east side of Pleasant Street, and the other at the 
corner of what is now Main and South Streets, on the corner 
now occupied by the Academy of Music. He lived on this lot. 
He also had thirty-seven acres of meadow land. Thomas Burn- 
ham of Stamford was named as one of the first committee ‘‘to 
receive inhabitants’’ for the new town but did not settle there. 
Later, he named John Webb to act as his attorney to look after 
his rights in Northampton. 

Capawonke (south meadow), Hadley, was included in the 
original ‘‘lay out’’ of the new plantation but was not fully pur- 
chased from the Indians by Mr. Pynchon when he bargained for 
the rest of the land. The Indians held possession of it until 
July 20, 1657, when they deeded it to John Webb, as agent for

the town, who paid them 30s. In a court held on Sept. 28, 1658, 
Joseph Parsons entered complaint against John Webb for failure 
to deliver a cow and calf as bargained. Parsons accepted the 
cow and Webb was ordered to pay 5s. for the calf which had been 
lost. In the same court, the ‘‘Towne fyndinge a necessity for 
some one to Keepe an ordinary for entertayning strangers, they 
made choyce of John Webb for that service.’’ He had a ‘‘licence 
graunted him in that behalf, as also for the sellinge of wine, 
Cider or stronge Liquors; this licence to continue for one year 
from this Court. Provided the said John Webb doe not suffer 
any Evil rule or disorder in his house during said Tearme and 
that he doe behave himself therin.’’ It was probably located 
on the corner of Main and South Streets and was the first tavern 
ever kept in town. On Mar. 2, 1659, with Joseph Parsons and 
Joseph Fitch he again acted as town agent in the sale of a tract 
of land, they being instructed ‘‘to treate and agree with Hart- 
ford men yt are to sitt downe by us about the meadow that wee 
commonly call Lampanchus, called by the Indians, Capawonke.’’ 
They sold the meadow to the Hadley settler@for £30 in wheat 
and peas to be delivered at Hartford at current price before 
June 1, 1659. On Mar. 29, John Webb was sued by Benjamin 
Cvuoley for a debt of £8 and damage of £4. The court allowed 
the debt and found damages and charges of 30s. The canal or 
‘*Mill Trench’’ which carried the water to the first mill erected 
in Northampton ran across the south side of several homelots 
facing on Main Street. Because of this, John Webb was awarded 
damages in the form of two acres of land located elsewhere. In 
1659, he and others complained that ‘‘two Dutchmen, one Irish- 
man and one Frenchman’’ had stolen ‘‘seven mares and other 
cattle’’ and driven them to Pocumtuck (Deerfield). With the 
assistance of Indians, these were later returned. In June 1660, 
Webb, William Holton and William Clark were named as a com- 
mittee to collect of Edward Elmer, money due the town for land 
which he sold when he left town. On Oct. 19, 1660, he and his 
wife Ann deeded to Elder John Strong and David Wilson, both 
of Windsor, Ct., fifteen acres of meadow in the third square 
within the common fence, Strong to have seven acres and Wilson 
eight acres. Strong took the homelot on the corner of Main and 
South Streets and in return gave Webb his homelot on West 
Street. John Webb was called a ‘‘Brazier’’ and was the first 
blacksmith in Northampton, his shop probably standing in front 
of his homelot. Medad Pomeroy probably worked for him and in 
1660 the town bought the smithy tools and sold them to Pomeroy 
‘‘on Termes.’’ The town also sold the shop to him and five vears 
later cancelled the debt due on the tools. On Mar. 26, 1661, the 
first court held in Northampton met at Webb’s Tavern. At that 
time, John Webb took the oath of fidelity, and Ensign Thomas

Cooper of Springfield, as attorney for Capt. Thomas Savage of 
Boston, sued him for debt and damage to the value of £64. On 
the same day, John Webb gave Thomas Cooper a note for 
£25.14s. to be paid at Hartford in merchantable goods, beefe, 
pork, wheat or flour at current prices, £8 in June, 1662, £8 in 
June 1663 and £9.14s. in June 1664. As security, he gave a 
mortgage on three score acres of upland and meadow in one 
piece on the west side of the Connecticut river on the East side 
of Great Mountain north of Capt. Cook’s. At the same court, 
an action of John Bliss against John Webb for £4 was non-suited. 
On Mar. 25, 1662, Mrs. Judith Bartlett, as attorney for Mrs. 
Schreek of Hartford, sued him for £25 due on a bill and dam- 
ages. He was one of the first in town to own sheep, having 
bought of John Pynchon in 1662, thirty sheep, ewes and lambs 
for £20. Without doubt he was the first inhabitant of what is 
now Easthampton. The records show that on Dee. 13, 1664, 
he was granted land at Pascommuck and in the following Febru- 
ary, the records show ‘‘John Webb of’ Pascommuck’’ ete. He 
probably moved there early in 1665. The first bridge over the 
Manhan river, voted in 1668, most likely was located near his 
house. On Jan. 28, 1665, Elezier Holyoke of Springfield sued 
John Webb, Sr., and John Earle for £8 damage for driving away 
and detaining his swine. The court awarded Holyoke £9.09.06. 
The same court awarded Richard Lord £26.03.04 on account of 
debt and damage and also fined John Webb £40 for abusing the 
Constable and for contemptuous behavior towards the North- 
ampton Commissioners in the Holyoke case. On Feb. 13, 1665, 
the town voted to exeuse John Webb, Sr., and John Earle from 
taxes for ferries, they to pay when they used the ferry. 

The court of Mar. 27, 1666, ordered John Webb, Sr. and his 
wife to appear as witnesses in a case in which John Earle was 
charged with abusing his wife, very probably their daughter 
Mary. In court the following Sept. 25th, three Springfield men 
sued John Webb, Sr., for £4.5s. damage caused by his swine in 
their corn-fields in Chickoppe Plain. The same year, he sold 
to John Pynchon a pair of mill-stones for £20 delivered at Spring- 
field. John Webb was a man of roving disposition, a speculator. 
in real estate and a trader in furs, having bought, with Joseph 
Parsons, trading rights of John Pynchon. He died in 1670 and 
his widow Elizabeth presented in court at Springfield on Sept. 
27, 1670, the inventory of his estate, taken June 13, 1670. The 
inventory totaled £82.09.04, ineluding house and 1% acres of 
land at Nashawanuck on the Manhan river and seventeen acres 
on the west side of Richard Lord’s land. <A portion of his goods 
were not included in the inventory because they were mortgaged 
to Capt. Pynchon, and blacksmith tools and supplies at ‘‘Souan- 
baug’’ to the value of £4.08.06 were mentioned as having been 
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given to William Lewis. The court allowed the widow bed, 
bedding and household equipment for her comfort but the estate 
was insolvent, Capt. Pynchon reporting in court at Springfield 
on Sept. 26, 1671, that it was much in debt and was only certain 
to pay 4s. 6d. on the pound. The court, on Sept. 27, 1670, 
ordered the selectmen of Northampton to take care, according 
to law, of Richard Webb, aged about 16 years, son of John Webb, 
deceased. In court at Springfield on Sept. 26, 1670, the widow 
Webb made complaint against Isaac Hazleberry and both were 
bound over to the next court. John Earle and Zachary Field 
each furnished £5 as surety for her appearance. In court on 
Mar. 26, 1672, both the widow and Hazleberry were admonished, 
she ‘‘for fetching him over the Manhan river to her house.’’ 
The same year, she married Robert Danks, an early resident of 
Northampton and, with two Webb sons, lived in Nashowan- 
nuck many years. Descendants of Webb were there for 75 
years. On Sept. 26, 1693, Webb’s youngest son Peter, late of 
Northampton, was presented in court at Springfield for travelling 
on the Sabbath. The inventory of the estate of Webb’s son Rich- 
ard, who died in 1700, was presented in court by the widow 
Patience on Dee. 4, 1700.

JOHN WEsB has been described as ‘‘shiftless and his wife had 
a hard life.’’ It would probably be more accurate to say that 
he was a great hunter and scout and that he would rather try 
to get a living that way than in the more conventional way of 
working the land. In 1662, he received a bounty of 40s. from 
the town of Northampton for killing wolves, the first reeord of 
such a bounty having been paid. The records show that he 
killed many wolves, having been paid £1 in bounties in a single 
year in 1666. On Dee. 12, 1665, he married Susannan, the 
widow of Matthew CoLe and on the following March 27, he and 
his wife made an agreement with her father and mother, 
Henry and Susannah Cunliffe, regarding the estate of Matthew 
Cole and his small daughter Lydia. In 1672/3, John Webb con- 
tributed 5s. in work to the Harvard College Fund and on Mar. 
25, 1672/3, he laid claim to a sledge and other tools accounted 
to the estate of John Webb, deceased, ‘‘which William Lewis 
also challenges as his, as made over to him by John Webb Sr. 
before he died and saying that said tooles were mentioned in the 
inventory’’ of John Webb, Sr. ‘‘John Webb, Jr. denied it.’’ 
The court ordered that the inventory be examined and Lewis 
to have the tools if mentioned in the inventory, otherwise John 
Webb to have them. In view of the fact that the estate of 
John Webb, Sr., was insolvent, this seems to be rather definite 
proof that John Webb, Jr., was son of John Webb, Sr. At the 
same court, he and his wife were fined for idling at Mudge’s 
house and for excessive drinking. On May 18, 1676, with his 
brother Richard, he was a soldier in the Falls Fight (Turners 
Falls), as shown in a list approved by a committee of the Gen- 
eral Court in June 1736 when land was granted to their descend- 
ants. The land was located in ‘‘Falltown,’’ now Bernardston, 
Colrain and Leyden. The court of Mar. 30, 1680, recognizing 
the ‘‘low and poor condition of the family of John Webb’”’ 
empowered the selectmen to place his children out as appren- 
tices. His wife declared that her husband was not at home and 
forbearance was granted until he came home. The court of 
Mar. 29, 1681, admonished him and suspended the case upon 
trial of good behavior. On Mar. 28, 1682, he was paid 6s. for 
scouting for the military company. On Sept. 30, 1684, the court 
at Springfield ordered that his son John Jr.. who had been bound 
out by the selectmen to Benoni Stebbins and, being idle and not 
liking to work, had run away to his father’s house, ‘‘be returned 
to his master until he be 21 years of age and the father not te 
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act contrary to the court’s order.’’ A court held at Springfield 
on Sept. 29, 1685, found John Webb, Jr., guilty of a crime and 
sentenced him ‘‘to be well whipped on the naked body with 20 
lashes well laid on’’ and to pay charges of £2.05.06, of which 
£1.13.06 was due Benoni Stebbins. Samuel Marshfield of Spring- 
field, sheriff of the County for many years, furnished the money 
for the fine. On Sept. 29, 1691, Sergt. John Webb’s son Henry 
forfeited his bond of £20 for failure to appear in court to answer 
charges, and on April 12, 1692, the court ‘‘lett’’ to Medad Pome- 
roy for one year at 15s. the 2% acres of tillable land given to 
secure the bond. The same year John Webb sold for £8 a mill- 
stone for rebuilding ‘‘School Mill’’ in Hadley. On Feb. 26, 
1691/2, he witnessed the will of Robert Danks. After the death 
of John’s father, Robert Danks had married John’s step-mother 
Elizabeth (Swift) Webb. The fact that he witnessed this will 
seems to add to the probability that he was the son of John’ 
Webb. Additional facts tending to prove it are that he named 
his first child John, probably after his father; his second child 
Henry, surely after its other grandfather Henry Cunliffe; and 
his third child Ann, probably after his mother. His brother 
Richard acted as Indian interpreter in court at Northampton on 
Dee. 12, 1696. In 1709, he was allowed to live in and take care 
of the Northampton House of Correction. He died in 1720 ‘‘at 
a ripe old age.”’

3. Ricnarp Wesp, b. probably about 1654, d. Aug. 23, 1700, 
Northampton, took oath of allegiance Feb. 8, 1679; m. probably 
about 1680, Patience ————,, b. 1658, d. May 13, 1704, ae. 46. 
She was killed by Indians at Pascommuck. In the list of chil- 
dren killed in that massacre, no Webb names appear: possibly 
she was there on a visit. It has been conjectured that it may 
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have been her daughter Patience who was killed, but as either 
the widow or the daughter married, Feb. 12, 1701/2, John 
Holmes, it seems unlikely that the widow would have married a 
man 24 years her junior. It has been stated that Richard had 
also been killed by the Indians, but the record is not clear to the 
writers.

A list of soldiers in the fight at Turner’s Falls (see N. E. Hist. 
Reg., Vol. 41, pp. 212-215) includes the names of ‘‘ John Webb, 
North’’ and ‘‘Richard Webb, North.’’ Another list (same ref.) 
is of ‘‘Soldiers and Descendants of such as are Deceased that 
were in the Falls Fight above Deerfield, who are intituled to the 
township granted by the General Court.’’ This list contains only 
two Webb names ‘‘Cornelius Webb, Springfd, son of John 
Webb,”’ and ‘‘ Jonathan Webb, Stamford, son of Richard Webb.’’ 
It is stated (Judd ms., N. H. p. 231) that a ‘‘Jonathan Webb of 
Stamford sold one-half of the estate (of Richard Webb of North- 
ampton). Probably he had a double portion and Ann and 
another had single portions.’’ This was on May 28, 1714. On 
Mar. 21, 1715/16 Ann Webb of Stamford sold for £10 all of her 
rights in the estate of her father Richard Webb, late of North- 
ampton. This seems to establish the fact that shortly after the 
death of her mother, Patience (Webb) Holmes and her husband 
moved to Stamford, taking with them the three younger Webb 
children, John, Jonathan, and Ann. The oft-repeated statement 
(without proof) that Jonathan was the son of Richard Webb 
of Stamford can only be regarded as a ‘‘persistent error.’ 


4. JEREMIAH Wess, b. July 12, 1668, Northampton, d. Mar. 
5, 1734, m. (1) ab. 1692, Priscitta McLatruuin, b. Aug. 22, 1672, 
Wenham, d. after May 5, 1716, and prob. before Sept. 11, 1717, 
daughter of Robert and Joanna (Warner) Macklathlin of Wen- 
ham; m. (2) Saran , d. after 1731. 

Jeremiah Webb lived in that part of Northampton called 
Nashawannock which later became Easthampton. On Mar. 29, 
1692, he probated the will of his step-father Robert Danks, dated 
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Feb. 26, 1691/2. By the will, Robert Danks divided his land 
between Jeremiah Webb and his son Robert Danks Jr., provided 
Jeremiah Webb ‘‘eare for and provide for me and my children 
during my life and until the children come of age, Robert to be 
21 and daughters at 18, children to be taught to reud English 
and Robert to write a legible hand. At 18 years, Robert to be 
put out to learn a trade.’’ Jeremiah and Robert were to pay 
the three daughters £3 each when they came of age. The will was 
witnessed by John Webb Sr. Inventory, dated Mar. 2, 1691/2, 
totaled £292.06. On April 12, 1692, Jeremiah Webb filed an 
account as executor and on Dec. 14, 1703 made settlement to 
Mehitable, alias Sackett; Elizabeth, alias Bartlett; and Mary 
Danks. No record of his marriage has been found, but proof 
that he married Priscilla McLathlin is found in a deed, dated 
April 26, 1695, filed at Salem, in which ‘‘Jeremiah Webb, of 
North Hampton, in the County of Hampshire and wife Priscilla’’ 
sold part of the estate of ‘‘our father Robert Claflin.”” In 1713, 
the proprietors of Northampton set up a committee to have 
charge of making a fence ‘‘from the Munhan river to the land 
belonging to the heirs of Dea. John Clark, deceased, and also 
over the Munhan river through Nashawannock to Jeremiah 
Webb’s and Robert Danks’. Recompence for making and main- 
taining said fence to be in land upon Richard Weebbs Fort.’’ 
On May 29, 1738, Daniel Webb sold for £160 all of the tract of 
land in Fort Plain near Pascommuck which was granted to his 
father Jeremiah for making a parcel of meadow fence, except 
20 acres which he had already sold to his unele Robert Danks, 
and also excepting a right of passage to the heirs of Richard 
Webb, deceased. Jeremiah Webb’s wife Priscilla probably died 
between May 5, 1716, and Sept. 11, 1717, as shown by deeds in 
which Priscilla joined her husband in the sale of land on the 
first date but no wife is mentioned in the second deed. On Feb. 
7, 1723/4, Jeremiah was made administrator of the estate of his 
son Josias, deceased. His will, dated May 2, 1731, probated 
April 2, 1734, bequeathed to wife Sarah one-third of the land 
and movable estate ; to son Daniel all land in Fort Plain where he 
lives, also about 4 acres in ‘‘hoggs Bladder’’ and a wood-lot on 
the south side of Munhan river; to son Moses the remainder of 
the land, the buildings, stock and movable goods; to daughter 
Priscilla Searls £6; to daughter Esther Read 5s; to daughter 
Elizabeth Webb £30 and to daughters Sarah and Experience 
Webb £20 each. Son Moses was named executor. Witnesses 
were Robert and Samuel Danks and Daniel Nash. Inventory, 
taken April 10, 1734, totaled £686.12.01, and included house, 
barn, shop and eight acres of homelot valued at £245, three and 
one-half acres at £15, fourteen acres in Nashawanuck Meadow at 
£140, thirty acres in Fort Plain at £68, four acres in Hoggs Blad- 
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der at £48 and a lot over Munhan river at £2.07.06. Additional 
inventory, dated July 29, 1734, included one-half of a ferry boat. 
On April 8, 1746, settlement of the estate of Moses Webb shows 
that an estate totaling £485.10.09 was divided equally (£58.06.08. 
to each) between Daniel Webb; the heirs of Priscilla Searls, 
deceased; Esther Read; Sarah Lyman; Elizabeth Webb; and 
Experience Drake. Bond was furnished by Nathaniel Searle, 
husband of Priscilla, and Nathan Lyman, husband of Sarah.

The first record found of John Webb indicates that the select- 
men of Northampton had, about 1682, bound him out to Benoni 
Stebbins. He was before the courts held at Springfield on Sept. 
30, 1684, and Sept. 29, 1685. In 1689, ninety soldiers under 
Capt. Jonathan Bull went to defend Albany in King William’s 
French and Indian War. A John Webb was captured and car- 
ried to Canada and might have been this John Webb from North- 
ampton. On April 21, 1697, he and his brother Henry, with the 
consent of Anna, the wife of John Webb, Jr., and Mary, the 
wife of Henry, sold eight acres of land in the north end of 
Northampton which they had inherited from their Grandfather 
Henry Cunliffe. John and Anna Webb probably soon afterward 
moved to Springfield, where they had a son born on Feb. 9, 
1700/1. On Mar. 9, 1707/8, the town of Springfield granted him 
ten acres in the plain between Thomas Terry and Elys Brooke, 
he having moved for it at a former meeting. He died Jan. 27, 
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1711/2, and his widow Hannah Web on Mar. 25, 1712, filed at 
Northampton, an inventory, taken on Feb. 12, 1711/2, which 
totaled £60.09, including house and four acres of land valued 
at £20.

Cornelius Webb was a carpenter and wheelwright and lived in 
that part of Springfield which later became Wilbraham. On 
May 3, 1727, he was before the court on account of a debt due 
John Pynchon. On Sept. 30, 1728, he sold for £24 six acres in 
Springfield ‘‘being the land I now live on, with house on it,’’ 
together with ten acres elsewhere. On Sept. 2, 1734, he was 
before the court ‘‘ for absenting himself from public worship.’’ 
On June 23, 1736, a committee of the Gen. Court listed him as a 
descendant of ‘‘ye soldiers yt were in ye Falls Fight under Capt. 
Turner’’ on May 18, 1676. On Feb. 16, 1737/8, ‘‘Cornelius 
Webb of Springfield, wheelwright, eldest son of John Webb, 
late of Springfield, deceased, who was eldest son of John Webb, 
late of Northampton, deceased’’ sold one whole right of land in 
Falls Fight Township, lately granted to officers and soldiers in 
Falls Fight. He was in court again on Nov. 13, 1750 and Feb. 
12, 1754 because of debts owed. On Nov. 12, 1771, the road from 
Springfield eastward ran past Cornelius Webb’s old chimney.

RICHARD ADAMS OF SUDBURY, MASS.; 
PLAINFIELD AND NORWICH, CONN.

In Volume 33, pages 410-411, of the New England Historical 
and Genealogical Register, there is an account of the descendants 
of John Adams(1), and his son James Adams(2) of Scituate 
and Marshfield, Mass. This James Adams (2) married Frances 
Vassell, and among their children were William(3), b. May 16, 
1647, and Richard(3), b. April 19, 1651. According to the pub- 
lished V.R. of Scituate, Mass., this Richard Adams(3) died when 
a few months old, and no other child born to James and Frances 
(Vassell) Adams was given that name. 

From the published Sudbury V.R., and the will of Richard 
Adams of Norwich, Conn., it is quite clear that the Richard 
Adams of Sudbury, Mass., and the Richard Adams of Norwich, 
Conn., were one and the same person. Also on the Sudbury, 
V.R., there is recorded to.a William Adams, a son Richard 
Adams, b. Aug. 22, 1678. 

Richard Adams of Sudbury and Norwich was in Plainfield, or 
‘*Pigseumsick,’’ as part of Plainfield was called at this time, as 
early as February 1694. (Reference: THe AMERICAN GENEAL- 
oaist, Vol. XXII, page 200.) 

From the land records of Canterbury, Norwich, and Plainfield, 
Conn., it is readily seen that there is a Richard Adams senior. 
and a Richard Adams junior, who were uncle and nephew 
respectively. As it is certain that the Richard Adams senior 
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was from Sudbury, Mass., and had a nephew Richard Adams 
who was of age by 1701, it is logical to assume that William 
Adams and Richard Adams senior, both of Sudbury, Mass., were 
brothers and sons of James Adams(2) of Scituate and Marsh- 
field, Mass. 

Plainfield, Conn. Land Records: Vol. 1 page 15 (abstract) : 
‘ ...that I Richard Adams of Plainfield ... unto my kinsman. 
Richard Adams of the same town and county ... and absolutely 
bargained sould and Confirmed from me the said Richard Adams 
and my heirs assignes unto my couzon Richard Adams afore 
sd...’ ete. Dated January 1702/3, the 14th. 

And again from abstracts of the following deeds, the uncle- 
nephew relationship is proved.

‘« .. that I Major Fitch of Plainfield in the county of New 
London ... for 5 pounds pd. by Richard Adams of the same 
Town and county, husbandman deed.to him one parcel of land 
lying in the Township of Plainfield and by estimate 60 acres 
in all, which is contained in the following bounds be it more or 
less bounded 20 rods in breadth up the river Northward from his 
Uncles line and so to run westerly about one mile and a Halfe to 
the further extent westward of his Uncle’s land... ”’

Richard Adams of Plainfield for 240 pounds sold to Major 
Fitch land and dwelling house about 500 acres bounded as fol- 
lows: East—Quinebaug River, South—Norwich town-line, West 
Major Fitch, and North on land of Richard Adams junior. This 
was the land bought Nov. 17, 1701.

THE ANCESTRY OF EDWARD COLLINS 
AND BEDLE-BOWLES-POWELL CONNECTIONS 
IN ENGLAND 


By WINIFRED LOVERING HOLMAN, §8.B., of Lexington, Mass. 


In January, 1935, the New England Historical and Genealogi- 
cal Register published my article giving some records obtained 
from England relating to the origin of Edward Collins of Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. The pedigree based on these records was 
tentative, since the information was incomplete and in some 
respects defective. Further study, and discussion of the prob- 
lems involved with G. Andrews Moriarty, Esq., of Ogunquit, 
Maine, and with Mr. Jacobus, Editor-in-Chief of Tar AMert- 
CAN GENEALOGIST, make a partial revision of the pedigree desir- 
able, and Mr. Jacobus has kindly undertaken to prepare this for 
publication.! 


It is unnecessary to repeat here the basie records, for which 
the reader is referred to my Register article (vol. 89, pp. 73-79, 
148-151). It may he mentioned, however, that the good Vicar

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who copied the Collins entries from the parish registers of Bram- 
ford, Suffolk, experienced some difficulty in reading certain names 
in the ancient, worn script. The given name of the mother of 
Edward Collins, which he read as Mandlene and Mandelene, 
should undoubtedly be Maudlene (Latin Magdalena, French 
Madeleine, English Maudlen and abbreviated, Maude). Her sur- 
name at baptism was read as Trehone(?), and at marriage as 
Trelhern(?) but in a letter the Vicar suggested Tresham as a 
possible reading. The correct form is probably Treithern, as 
given in Boyd’s Index. 

The revision of the pedigree, given below, is based on the fact 
that Daniel Collins (bapt. 1583), in his own brief pedigree, 
stated that his mother, Abigail Rose, was third wife of his father, 
John Collins, and also on the fact that Abigail Collins (bapt. 
1591) was young to be the mother of Nathaniel Bedie of the 
1633 pedigree who married in 1629. These considerations lead 
to the belief that Daniel was son of the earlier John Collins by 
a late third marriage, and that there was an older Abigail! Col- 
lins who was the mother of Nathaniel Bedle. There was, in fact, 
such an older Abigail Collins, since we already had her recorded 
marriage to Samuel Bedle in 1586, and the reconstructed pedi- 
gree below eliminates the necessity of postulating a Collins-Bedle 
marriage in successive generations of the Collins family. There 
is one other consideration which makes the revised arrangement 
of the family group more probable. The will of Daniel Collins 
mentions that his mother was buried at Braintree, Essex. Dan- 
iel’s brother, Samuel, was Vicar of Braintree and the mother, 
if third wife and widow of the elder John, presumably died at 
the home of her son Samuel. That would not be true if the 
mother was the first wife of John, Jr., since she would have died 
when Daniel and Samuel were quite young. 


JoHN Couuins, evidently the man of this name who was buried 
at Bramford, Suffolk, England, 14 Sept. 1594, had in earlier life 
been a salter, of London, according to the brief pedigree regis- 
tered by his son Daniel. He was three times married, his third 
wife being Apicat Roser, daughter of Thomas Rose of Exmouth, 
Devon. She was buried at Braintree, Essex, according to the 
will of her son Daniel, so probably lived in widowhood with her 
son, Samuel, the Viear of Braintree. Her burial at Braintree 
was recorded there in March 1622.

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The will of Daniel Collins is highly important, and the abstract 
given by Emmerton and Waters in Collections of the Essex Insti- 
tute (vol. 17, pp. 20-22) is incomplete and unsatisfactory in some 
respects. I therefore obtained a photostatic copy (Twisse, L. 80, 
Commissary Ct. Reg.) of which the following is a verbatim 
transcript. 


The Contents and substance of my last Will this Twentith of November 
1639. 

Imprimis I bequeath my soule to God my onlie Saviour in the meritt 
of his deare sonne my Redeemer. My bodie to the earth in the parish of 
St Peter the poore Broadstreete neare my pew doore or as neare the place 
where the bodie of my deare wife was laid as may be. Item I give to the 
parish Church of St Peter the poore to make them a font of Marble stone 
Twentie pounds. To the Childrens hospitall in Norwich if they have taken 
nothing in my life in Liew of my Freedome One hundred pounds for the 
breeding and bringing up of young children. To Christe hospitall in London 
fiftie pounds. To St Bartholomews hospitall London Twentie five pounds. 
To the hospitall of Brideswell twentie five pounds. To the fower prisons 
in London, vizt. two Compters Ludgate and Newgate five pounds a peece. 
To the poore in the parish of St Peter five pounds. To the poore in Marie 
Woolnoths in Lombard streete two pounds. To the poore in St. Edmonds 
Lombard streete two pounds. To the poore in St. Nicholas Coleabby two 
pounds. To the poore in Stratford Langhorne Precinct onlie fortie shil- 
lings.

I give to my said sister Katharine in money 
over and besides a hundred pounds. To my brother Samuel! Collins Vicar 
of Braintree Twentie pounds. To his sonne Sam: a hundred pounds. To 
his five Children each a hundred pounds a peece (iv)* rest fiftie pounds a 
peece and if anie dye the survivours to have equal division. To my neece 
Sibill Linch to be laid out for an Annuitie during her life by my Executor 
two hundred pounds. To Nathaniell Beadle the Lease of the Dolphin wthall 
the writinge and bonds that appertaine thereunto wch he knowet® cost me a 
hundred pounds and more a hundred pounds. To my nephew John Beadle 
to bee divided among his children a hundred pounds. To Cosen Mickell 
Powell his wife tenn pounds. And to his daughter Abigall tenn pounds. 
To Cosen Bowles his wife Tenn pounds. To Sam: Thompson the sonne of 
my sister Thompson tenn pounds. To Edward Collins now in New England 
I give fiftie pounds.

‘EARLY HARRIS FAMILIES OF WESTERN 
CONNECTICUT

I. William and Daniel of Middletown, Conn. 


The English ancestry of the Middietown Harris family has 
been set forth by Walter Goodwin Davis in his excellent mono- 
graph, The Ancestry of Bethia Harris, 1748-1833, Portland, 
Maine, 1934, pp. 3-9. Here, therefore, we shall start with the 
brothers, William and Daniel, sons of Thomas Harris (or Thomas 
Williams alias Harris, as he was known), who came in the Win- 
throp Fleet in 1630 with his wife Elizabeth, five sons and one 
daughter, and settled in Charlestown, Mass., where he died 
before Sept. 1634. A peculiarity of the Middletown branches 
of this family is that girls predominated to such an extent in the 
early generations that the name nearly diéd out except in one 
line. 


1. WituiAm Harris settled in Rowley, Mass., where he owned 
a lot by 1643. He moved to Middletown, Conn,, about 1652, 
and died there before 17 May 1714 [Manwaring’s Digest, 2 :396- 
398].

He witnessed at 
Wethersfield, 1734, and took inventories in Middletown and 
Farmington, 1750 libid., 3 :212, 527, 656]. Abraham Harris of 
Wethersfield leased land ‘‘for ever’’ to Lois wife of David Sage, 
3d, of Middletown, 10 Feb. 1765; and on 4 Oct. 1781, Abraham 
Harris and Abigail his wife sold land [Middletown Deeds, 
22 :212 ; 32 :401]. 

The will of Abigail Harris of Middletown, dated 3 June 1789, 
proved 5 Oct. 1789, gave five shillings each to three grandchildren 
(Rachel Sage, Josiah Sage, and Abigail Sage), descendants of 
my daughter Lucretia ; remainder to my son Hezekiah Geer, he to 
provide for my affectionate husband, Abraham Harris, in his 
advanced age |Middletown Files, #1674]. 

He was probably father, by a first wife, of Lois Harris who 
(according to Genealogy of Sage Family, 1878, p. 18) was wife 
of David Sage of Berlin, Conn. (born 1732) ; she named her first 
son Abraham. The same authority (p. 46) states that Nathaniel 
Sage (born 1755) married Lucretia Brush and had children, 
Rachel, Josiah and Abigail. Lucretia was doubtless daughter 
of Mrs. Abigail Harris by a former marriage. 
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IV. Benjamin of Chatham, Conn. 


BENJAMIN Harris first appears in Middletown, Conn., 8 Aug. 
1727, when with James Johnson he bought land on the east side 
of the Connecticut River from John Swaddle. On 22 Apr. 1728, 
he bought 45 acres with a dwelling house from James Johnson. 
(Middletown Deeds, 2 :424; 5 :246.) 

He married at Middletown, 14 Apr. 1731, EsrHer CornweELL, 
and died at Chatham, Conn., in 1775. Chatham was the old east 
side of Middletown, the present Portland and East Hampton. 
With Esther his wife, he conveyed 29 Jan. 1747/8 to William 
Cornwell, land laid out to father and mother, William and Esther 
Cornwell (Middletown Deeds, 12 :525). 

He is called Deacon in the probate records. His will, dated 
9 Aug. 1768, proved 9 May 1775, named wife Easter, three 
daughters Easter, Mary and Marcy, Josiah Lassell of Windsor 
(to have one set of silver buttons, ete.) ; wife and Nathaniel Free- 
man, executors. The distribution, 12 Apr. 1776, names Easther 
Harris, Widow; Esther Goodrich; Mary Strong, second daugh- 
ter; and Marcy Giddings, youngest daughter. (Middletown 
Files +1675.) 

Since his son John received £20 by the will of John Harris of 
the older Middletown family, it would seem that Benjamin 
should have been a scion of that family, but no connection has 
been proved.

V. Robert Harris of Wethersfield, Conn. 


Rosert Harris of Wethersfield and his wife were before the 
Court, 10 Apr. 1701, for fornication before marriage, which he 
denied [Hartford County Court Records, 6:172]. On 23 May 
1728, Experience Harris of Farmington asked for divorce, stat- 
ing that twenty-eight years before she had married Robert Harris 
of Wethersfield who deserted her in 1709; the marriage was per- 
formed at the house of David Sage by James Treat about 1700. 
John Taylor of Wethersfield, aged about 78, testified 31 May 
1728 that he saw Robert Harris and Experience Chappell mar- 
ried at the house which formerly belonged to David Sage 
deceased in Wethersfield, about 28 years since. William Curtis 
of Wethersfield, aged about 50, testified 1 June 1728 that he 
witnessed the marriage, about 28 years since, of Robert Harris 
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and Experience Chapell, ‘‘who both then Lived in Wethersfield.’’ 
Josiah Churchill and Prudence Goodrich also testified. {Connec- 
ticut Archives, Crimes and Misdemeanors, 3 :328-331.] 

Experience Chappell was probably the daughter of John Chap- 
pell who was baptized at New London, 20 June 1675. 

No mention of children was made in the divorce proceedings, 
nevertheless Robert and Experience could have been, so far as 
dates and locality are concerned, the parents of Thomas, Daniel 
and Abraham, listed in section III (ante) as possible children of 
Walter Harris. 


_ THE BARONY OF WAHULL (ODELL) 
By H. Ler WASHINGTON, M.A., F.S.A. 


Mr. Jacobus, in a learned article in THk AMERICAN GENE- 
aLoaist for July, 1944,' which is a model of its kind, has criti- 
cally reviewed the long history of the de Wahulls, or Woodhulls, 
in England, with special reference to Sir Richard Chetwode, the 
heir-general of the senior de Wahull line (whose daughter, 
Grace Chetwode, became the second wife of the Rev. Peter Bulke- 
ley of Concord, Mass.), William Odell of Fairfield, Conn., and 
Richard Wodhull of Brookhaven, L. I. 

From the Conquest till the sixteenth century these de Wahulls 
held the territorial barony of ‘Wahull’ (now Odell), co. Bed- 
ford; and, as Mr. Jacobus points out,? Sir Richard Chetwode, 
above mentioned, instituted a claim to be recognized as ‘Lord 
Wahull’ in 1613. A few additional words about this Chetwode 
claim may therefore be of interest to the Wahull descendants in 
the United States, and to students of peerage history. 

As Dr. J. Horace Round has shown (Peerage and Pedigree, 
vol. I, pp. 96-7), Sir Richard Chetwode’s case was referred by 
King James I. to the Earl Marshal’s Court, where a commission 
consisting of the Duke of Lennox, the Earl of Nottingham, and 
Lord Howard was deputed to report. The lawyers of the seven- 
teenth century were already steeped in the perverse doctrine that 
all evidence as to the former existence of a ‘peerage’ hinged on 
the proof that one of the claimant’s ancestors had received a 
summons to Parliament by writ; and in Sir Richard’s ease it is 
clear that no satisfactory instance of this could be produced (ep. 
also Col. State Papers, Domestic, 1611-18, pp. 213-4). Nonethe- 
less, the Chetwodes were not to be quieted; and in or about 1793 
Sir Richard’s descendant, Knightley Chetwood, esq. (by the

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eighteenth century, the name had undergone an alteration in 
spelling) again petitioned for recognition of his alleged ancestral 
dignity (cf. G. E. C.’s Complete Peerage, vol. VIII, pp. 34-5). 
In 1831 Jonathan Chetwood, esq., put in a similar claim, which 
was referred to the Committee for Privileges, but nothing further 
was done in the matter (ibid.). Finally, in 1892 a fourth peti- 
tion was presented by Mr. John Chetwood Chetwood-Aiken ; and 
this time evidence was brought forward to show that Sir John de 
Wahull (d. 1296) had been summoned by Edward I. to the 
Assembly at Shrewsbury of 28 June, 1283, while his son, Sir 
Thomas de Wahull (d. 1304), had received a writ of summons to 
the Assembly at Salisbury of 26 January, 1296/7.5 It was urged 
that these summonses implied, ex-officio, recognition (or ‘‘crea- 
tion,’’ as the peerage lawyers always absurdly insist) of an 
hereditary ennobled status; but in the end the claim was once 
more shelved, on the usual grounds that no deductions must be 
drawn, as it could be doubted whether the Assemblies of 1283 
and 1297 should be regarded as proper Parliaments according to 
modern interpretations.* Since then, the present representatives 
of the de Wahulls have been content to ‘‘let sleeping dogs lie’’; 
but such ancestral claims help us to appreciate the true distine- 
tion of the lords of Wahull, whose territorial barony (they were 
at least feudal magnates, whatever ‘legal opinion’ may say!) 
embraced in ancient times no less than thirty knights’ fees. 

In conclusion, Mr. Jacobus, in his article, has done me the 
honour to speak kindly of my own slight researches into the 
possible further origin of the de Wahulls (who undoubtedly 
‘‘came over’’ with William the Conqueror) on the other side of 
the Channel: 

‘‘After noticing that ‘the origin of the lords of Wahull has 
never been ascertained,’ he [7. e. the present writer] points out 
that . . . Saier (d. before 1086) had a brother Walter (who 
would be uncle of Walter of Wahull) mentioned in Domesday 
Book as lord of Segenhoe, Beds. He then suggests the likely 
speculation that Saier, the father of our Walter, was a cadet of 
the d’Oisy family. The hypothesis is based on Walter’s known 
Flemish origin and on the remarkable correspondence of given 
names, such as Walter and Saier fand, I might add, Simon and 
Hugh], in the two families.’”5

labouring under a Papal Interdict. The accepted view of all peerage ‘evidence’ is plainly 
in need of drastic revision, but is too complex an issue for discussion here.

whom we can doubtless detect the Hugh ‘Flandrensis,’ the Domes- 
day owner of Poddington, who also held lands appurtenant to 
the Wahull barony. Still another\brother, Rainer of Thurleigh, 
Beds. (part of the Wahull fief), was very possibly the father of 
Michael I. le Fleming, the original feoffee (1127) of Aldingham, 
Lanes. (and jure wroris of Drigg, co. Cumb.), and of Rainer le 
Fleming, the feoffee of Beckermet, co. Cumb, (1120-25) ,—the 
respective founders of the families of Fleming of Aldingham 
(a quo the Lords Harington) and of Fleming of Rydal.® A fifth 
brother appears to have been Winemar le Fleming, who, besides 
holding Cosgrave (Northants.) in chief, held Wootton (North- 
ants.) under Walter of Wahull, and was the father of Walter 
de Preston and Michael de Hanslope (V. C. 7. Northants., vol. 1. 
pp. 289-90; Lipseombe’s Bucks., vol. LV, p. 165). He was evi- 
dently also the ancestor, though the fact has been hitherto unsus-

Walter is also given as the (probable) son of Saier in Beds, Hist. Record Society Pub 
vol. X, pp, 266-68, and pedigree 6. But Segenhoe was afterwards rated as a ‘member’ of 
the Wahull barony, and it seems accordingly more convenient to conclude that Walter of 
Wahull and “Walter, brother of Saier’’ were the same person. Segenhoe, or Segershoe, 
took its name from Saier (Seger), who was likewise Walter of Wahull's predecessor in the 
Bedfordshire manor of Southill,

‘ JOHN FOSTER OF LITTLETON (BOXBOROUGH), 
MASS. 


By Rosert I. Farrineton, of New York, N. Y.

The present writer had for some time wondered why John and 
Ruth Foster had temporarily settled at Littleton. After finding 
the record of their marriage at Roxbury and the foregoing record 
of the Phillips family, the reasons seemed clear. In the descrip- 
tive list made on Mr. Foster’s engagement with the town of 
Dudley to serve three years in the Continental Army, it is stated 
his occupation was a baker. If that was the trade he learned, he 
probably would do better at it in a large town than in a small 
one like Dudley and those near by. That might account for his 
being in Roxbury in 1771. Whether he went directly to Roxbury 
from Dudley or stopped for a time in another town is not known. 
He was in Roxbury apparently 1771 to 1774, perhaps for a longer 
period. Also perhaps towards the end he was not doing so well 
or had lost his job in Roxbury and went to Providence early in 
1775 to look for a new location or position. While there, the 
Concord and Lexington affairs happened and as he had not 
secured what he went there for he joined the ‘‘ Army of Observa- 
tion.’’ (All his brothers and his father seemed to desire to and 
did join in the fighting.) When Mr. Foster reenlisted in his regi- 
ment at Cambridge, Jan. 1, 1776, both he and Ruth must have 
known that another child was due to arrive about April next. 
Under the new arrangement with the Continental Congress, Mr. 
Foster’s regiment would be more active and he would not be able 
to look after Ruth or see that she had proper care during her 
confinement. For that reason they may have decided that it was 
wiser for Ruth and their children to remove to Littleton where

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Ruth’s parents were living. Besides, Ruth’s parents may have 
needed her. Mrs. Phillips may have been ill for some time before 
she died and required care and after Mrs. Phillips died Ruth’s 
father may have needed Ruth to manage the household. Mr. 
Phillips’ second marriage probably was the reason why Mr. Fos- 
ter and his family removed to Dudley after Mr. Foster returned 
about April, 1780, from his nine months’ service for the town of 
Littleton—they were no longer needed. Why the Foster family 
returned to Littleton (Boxborough) about 1797, is not known, 
but from Mr. Phillips’ will it is possible he asked them to and 
may have promised that if they did return and would look after 
him and his wife for the remainder of their respective lives he 
would provide in his will that Ruth should have his farm. All 
of this is, of course, surmise and conjecture, but it may be 
correct. 


The marriage intention of John Foster of Boxborough and Bas- 
moth Tower of Acton, widow, was filed in Acton, Feb. 7 and in 
Boxborough, Feb. 9, 1817. Acton and Boxborough are adjoining 
towns. The record of their marriage has not been found and was 
not intensively searched for, as it was known they married; Mr. 
Foster’s pension record proved that. The Tower Genealogy by 
C. Tower, 1891, says on pp. 173-174: ‘‘Basmoth (Wheeler) Tower 
m. (2) Foster,’’ date not given. Basmoth was b. Acton, 
June 24, 1761, daughter and last child of Ezra and Rebecca 
(Davis) Wheeler of Concord and Acton; she married first, Bos- 
ton-Trinity-Church Records—May 3, 1781, Jonathan Tower (p. 
409, Boston Record Commissioners’ 30th Report) ; Jonathan was 
baptized Scituate, Mass., Aug. 26, 1753, son of Jonathan and 
Lydia (Hollis) Tower, and died (the Tower Genealogy says) at 
Watertown, Aug. 23, 1806. This death record probably was 
obtained from family records; the only record bearing on this 
subject the present writer was able to find is on p. 396, vol. 7, 
Records of Town of Watertown, Mass., record of a meeting of the 
Selectmen on Friday, 6th March, 1807, which says they signed 
an order on the (Town) Treasurer directing him to pay (among 
others) ‘‘To Nath' R. Whitney for sundries del’ to Jon* Tower 
in his last Sickness & Funeral Expenses . . . . 27.82.’’ The Tower 
Genealogy says Basmoth (Wheeler) (Tower) Foster died at Box- 
borough, Mass., Aug. 23, 1829, aged 68-1-30. The Boxborough 
Vital Records, printed, says: (Foster), w. of , [d.] 
Aug. 23, 1829, a. 64 y.’’; the age at death in this record obvi- 
ously is wrong, that in the Tower Genealogy is correct. In a 
declaration John Foster made the 24 Monday in June 1820 in 
connection with his pension claim, he says: ‘‘He is now 77 years 
of age, his family consists of his wife Basmoth, aged 59, and him- 
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self, his wife is of a sickly and feeble constitution.’’ Mr. Foster 
knew his wife’s correct age. 

Jonathan Tower had the births of his and Basmoth’s ten chil- 
dren recorded in Acton, although only five of them were born 
in that town; two were born in Dorchester, one in Cambridge 
(not in the printed Vital Records of Cambridge) and the two 
last children in Newtown. The two born in Dorchester were 
Ezra and James, twins, b. April 26, 1782, and their births were 
recorded in Dorchester (Boston Record Commissioners’ 21st 
Report, p. 194). The fifth child, Jonathan Hollis, was b. in 
Acton, Mar. 15, 1784. The reasons for mentioning these children 
are: (1) that when John Foster deeded his Boxborough property 
to John Hunt on 8th Sept. 1823, Basmoth released her dower 
right in it, signed the deed with Mr. Foster and one of the wit- 
nesses to it was James Tower. The other witness was, as pre- 
viously mentioned, John Foster, Jr. Therefore, John and Bas- 
moth Foster each had as a witness a son born of a previous mar- 
riage. (2) The brief account of the Tower Family on pp. 357-8, 
Dean’s History of Scituate, Mass., ends: ‘‘John [sic], 1724... 
John [sic] married Lydia Hollis of Weymouth, 1746,; his son 
Jonathan Hollis [sic] died in Watertown leaving sons James and 
Jonathan Hollis.’” The Rev. Mr. Deane was not entirely to 
blame for writing ‘‘John’’ Tower m. Lydia Hollis of Weymouth 
for their marriage intention in Scituate Vital Records reads 
*‘John Towre.’’ The Weymouth printed Vital Records and the 
late George Walter Chamberlain’s record of the Hollis Family 
on p. 289, vol. 3, of the History of Weymouth state the name 
correctly. Mr. Deane evidently did not check the quoted ending 
of his record of the Tower Family with the Records of the Second 
Church of Scituate or he would have noticed that Jonathan, the 
last child of Benjamin and Berthia (Woodward) Tower was 
bapt. 3 Nov. 1724 and that the son of Jonathan and Lydia (Hol- 
lis) Tower who was bapt. Aug. 26, 1753, was named Jonathan 
and not Jonathan Hollis. Probably Mr. Deane secured the data 
about Jonathan Tower’s dying in Watertown and leaving sons 
James and Jonathan Hollis from some member of the Tower 
or Hollis families who was living in Scituate. But regardless 
of the minor errors in it, Mr. Deane’s statement was of great 
assistance to the present writer in establishing the identity of the 
Jonathan Tower who married Basmoth Wheeler. 

The printed Vital Records of Acton do not contain a record 
of the death of Ezra Wheeler, Basmoth’s father, but an admin- 
istrator of his estate was appointed and gave bond as such on 
April 4, 1798. Consequently, Ezra must have been between 80 
and 81 years old when he died as he was born in Concord, Dee. 
3, 1717 (p. 94, printed Births, Marriages and Deaths in Con- 
cord). And his estate, like that of many old men at that time, 
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was insolvent. A warrant was issued April 4, 1798, for an inven- 
tory of the estate and it included the order: ‘‘When you have 
perfected your Inventory, you are to set off to Rebecka (the said 
deceased’s Widow) one full Third part.’’ The inventory was 
made April 27, 1798; amount $445.86 of which $417.00 was the 
appraised value of the real estate and the value of the part set 
off to the widow was $139.00. The widow and two of the heirs, 
Rebecca and Thomas Wheeler, certified on April 27, 1798, their 
full satisfaction with the proceedings. No mention of any heirs 
besides these two is made in any of the papers in the probate 
file. (Middlesex County Probate, Case 24263.) 

Rebecca Wheeler, single woman, eldest daughter of Ezra and 
Rebecca (Davis) Wheeler, died at Acton, Mass., Nov. 14, 1825, 
aged 75 y. (Printed Acton Vital Records.) She executed her 
will March 15, 1825, it was allowed Feb. 14, 1826, and in it she 
left to her sister, Elizabeth Wheeler, one dollar and ‘‘to Mrs. 
Basmath Foster five dollars’’ without mention of any relation- 
ship; the balance of her estate was divided among several mem- 
bers of the Wood family ; it would seem from this that the testa- 
tor and her brothers and sisters were not on very close or 
intimate terms. (Middlesex County Probate, Case No. 24337.) 

As Ezra Wheeler’s probate did not name all his heirs (chil- 
dren) and as Rebecca Wheeler’s will did not say that Mrs. Bas- 
moth Foster was her sister, there is no conclusive proof that Bas- 
moth Wheeler who was stated in the record of her birth to be a 
daughter of Ezra and Rebecca (Davis) Wheeler was the Basmoth 
Wheeler who m. (1) Jonathan Tower and (2) John Foster. But 
as her given name was so uncommon, from her birth record, age 
and the other bits of circumstantial evidence offered, it is quite 
safe to say she was. The compiler of the Tower Genealogy, who 
perhaps had access to or obtained copies of family records, appar- 
ently agrees with this conclusion. This record of Basmoth 
(Wheeler) (Tower)) Foster had substantially been completed, 
except for the probate records of Ezra and Rebecca Wheeler, 
before the Tower Genealogy was called to the present writer’s 
attention. 

John* Foster married third, in Boxborough in 1831, Sally 
Litchfield. Three dates of this marriage are given; the reader 
may choose between them. (1) The printed Vital Records of 
Boxborough gives the date as ‘‘Jan. — 1831,’’ and credits 
that to the Church Records. (2) On April 13, 1853 Sally (Witch- 
field) Foster (then living in Acton) made a declaration in her 
suecessful attempt to collect the arrears of John Foster’s pen- 
sion; in it she says: ‘‘she was married to said John Foster by 
the Rev. J. R. Cushing, Pastor of the First Church and Society 
in Boxborough, on or near the 24th day of February in the year 
1831.’’ (3) In John Foster’s pension file is a certificate reading: 
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‘‘This certifies that I married Mr. John Foster to Miss Sally 
Litchfield, all of Boxborough, 15th March, 1831. 
(Signed) James R. Cushing, minister.’’ 

This certificate bears another, as Cyphas Hartwell, Town Clerk, 
certified, ‘‘This is a true extract from the record of marriages 
of the town of Boxborough.’’ Reading this last certificate, one 
might ask why, if the town’s record of marriages stated John 
Foster m. Sally Litchfield on 15th March 1831, it was necessary 
when preparing the copy for the printed Vital Records of Box- 
borough, to go to the Church Records for the date? 

A copy of the record of Sally Foster’s death was secured from 
the Division of Vital Statistics, State House, Boston; it stated 
she d. at Littleton, Mass., March 4, 1864, aged 78 y. 3m. 4d., was 
b. at Scituate, Mass., and (as was suspected) was the dau. of 
Ephraim and Penelope Litchfield. If Sally’s age at death was 
correct, and many of such ages are not, she was b. Nov. 30 or 
Dee. 1, 1785. 

If the Rev. Abner Morse’s Descendants of Lawrence Litch- 
field in N. Eng. Hist. & Gen. Register, vol. 9, pp. 181-5, 188, is 
correct, Ephraim and Penelope Litchfield were first cousins, both 
being grandchildren of Nicholas* Litchfield (Josiah,? Law- 
rence!) ; Ephraim® being a son of Eleazer* and Penelope® a dau. 
of Josiah.* Ephraim and Penelope Litchfield were m. Scituate, 
June 30, 1766 (Scituate printed Vital Records). The birth of 
none of their eight children is listed in these records but they do 
list the baptism of four of their children: Eli, Andrew, Melzar 
and Desire, at the First Church, Scituate, on Sept. 15, 1776, and 
their dau. Betty or Betsey as bapt. same church, Aug. 2, 1778. 
The three remaining children may perhaps have been bapt. at a 
church in another town. 

The census of 1790 lists Ephraim Litchfield as living in Scitu- 
ate with a family of 3-0-6. 

The printed Vital Records of Scituate do not list the death of 
Ephraim Litchfield, it occurred between Dec. 23, 1791, the date 
he executed his will, and March 22, 1792, the date it was allowed. 
He died comparatively young, less than 50 years old, as he was 
b. in Scituate, Sept. 26, 1748. The will ordered his son Andrew 
**to sell & Dispose of by Deed, So much of my Real Estate at 
Publick Sale as Shall be Sufficient to pay all my just Debts, 
funeral Charges, & the Charges of Settling my Estate, where it 


ean be best spared off of my farm’’; his wife Penelope was to 


have the use and improvements of all of the remainder of his 
real estate and of all his personal estate except his wearing 
apparel, as long as she remained his widow, if she married again 
she was to have his ‘‘best bed & (its) Furniture.’’ After his 
wife’s marriage or death the real estate and any remaining per- 
sonal estate, excepting the household furniture, were to be 
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divided equally between his sons Andrew and Melzar. The 
household furniture was to be divided equally among his five 
daughters after their mother’s marriage or death and each 
daughter was to be paid £10 and son Eli 6* by Andrew and Mel- 
zar at the time of his wife’s marriage or death. Daughter Sally 
was called ‘‘Salla’’ in the will, and as she was named last proba- 
bly was the youngest daughter and child. Ephraim’s wearing 
apparel was to go to his son Melzar. Wife Penelope and son 
Andrew named the executors. (Plymouth County Probate, vol. 
31, p. 510.) 

An inventory of Mr. Litchfield’s estate was made May 9, 1792 
and was presented to the Court June 4, 1792 by Mrs. Penelope 
Litchfield. The real estate was listed as 38 acres of land and 
buildings, the homestead, and 9 acres outlands; appraised value 
£269:5:0; personal estate, £82:3:3, total £351:8:3. (Ibid., 
33 :71-2.) 

However, it would seem that Mr. Litchfield’s plans for his 
family were not carried out exactly, for Mrs. Penelope Litch- 
field, at least two and perhaps three of her daughters and her 
son Andrew settled in Littleton, Mass., in 1796 or earlier. 
According to p. 237, printed Births, Marriages and Deaths in 
Littleton, Andrew m. Oct. 9, 1796, Hepsibath Reed, probably the 
daughter of Samuel and Hannah ( —) Reed, born at Little- 
ton, June 29, 1781; she was very young to marry, but her 
identity seems to be established by the following affidavit. When 
Sally (Litchfield) Foster made claim in April 1853 for the 
arrears of John Foster’s pension, it was necessary for some one 
to certify that Sally Foster, the claimant, was the widow of John 
Foster the pensioner, and the file includes this item: ‘‘I, Hepsi- 
bah Litchfield of Littleton, aged 72, do testify that all my life I 
have been acquainted with Sally Litchfield who married John 
Foster in Boxboro an adjoining town in the county, that they 
resided in Boxboro some years, and after the death of John 
Foster, Sally Foster, widow, removed to Acton and remained 
unmarried. John Foster was reputed to be a Revolutionary Pen- 
sioner.’’ Andrew Litchfield d. Littleton, either on May 26, 1848, 
per Town Records (p. 312 printed Births, Marriages and Deaths) 
or on May 19, 1848, aged 78 yrs. as per Asa Priest’s Record of 
Deaths (ibid., p. 396). 

The census of 1800 lists Penelope Litchfield as living in Little- 
ton with a family of three females: one, 45 yrs. and up (her- 
self) ; one 16 to 26 yrs., perhaps daughter, Polly, and one 10 to 
16 yrs., undoubtedly daughter Sally. The record of the marriage 
of Bathsheba, probably Mrs. Litchfield’s fourth daughter, on 
March 30, 1798, will be found on p. 237 of the records mentioned 
and on p. 242 of the same book will be found the m. int. and 
marriage of a Miss Mary Litchfield on Jan. 28, 1800; as she mar- 
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ried a brother of the girl Andrew Litchfield married, it is quite 
likely she was the daughter Polly mentioned in Ephraim Liteh- 
field’s will. The death of Mrs. Penelope Litchfield on Oct. 22, 
1825, aged 79 yrs. is listed on p. 165 of the same records. 


John* Foster’s death is not listed in the printed Vital Records 
of Boxborough. In Sally (Litehfield) Foster’s declaration of 
April 13, 1853, previously mentioned, it says: ‘‘her husband 
John Foster, died at his residence in Boxborough on or near 26th 
February in the year 1834. Exact date she has lost.’’ Asa 
Paine’s record of deaths printed in Littleton Births, Marriages 
and Deaths, states (p. 393): ‘‘Feb. 12, 1834, John Foster died 
Ag. 90 & 10 month.’’ When a death was recorded in the Vital 
Records of Littleton and also by Mr. Paine, there usually was 
more or less difference in the dates. Quite likely, Sally Foster’s 
date is nearer being correct than Mr. Paine’s. Mr. Foster exe- 
euted his will 21st April 1831; it was ‘‘Lodged’’ in the Probate 
Office on March 1, and probated at Cambridge, Mass., March 18, 
1834. The will was short and very simple—Just debts and 
Funeral Charges to be paid and his Body to be given a decent 
Christian Burial; $60.00 to be paid within one year to his son 
John Foster, Ju"; same amount to be paid in same period to his 
Grand daughter Hannah Craft; the residue of his entire estate 
to his beloved wife Sally Foster whom he appointed sole execu- 
trix. The witnesses were Daniel Kimball, Amasa Aldrich and 
Benjamin Dix. (Middlesex County Probate, 172:38.) There is 
nothing in the probate file to indicate any of Mr. Foster’s chil- 
dren, except John Foster, Jr., was living when the will was 
drawn or allowed, and nothing to indicate where John, Jr., was 
living. 

John* Foster probably was always a poor man and of no 
importance except to his own family. But he at least did his 
duty to his country and is entitled to credit for that instead of 
being killed off ‘‘before 1762”’ by a factory-made genealogy, and 
his military service, wives and children assigned to a man of the 
same name who never existed. 

John’ Foster’s Children all by his first wife, Ruth Phillips. 
Note. This list is based solely upon the publie records and pub- 
lished genealogies that herein before have been or will be cited. 
The present writer has not had the benefit of any of this family’s 
private records and does not know if any such records exist. 
Therefore, it is impossible to prove that the marriages and deaths 
mentioned below are actually those of John* Foster’s children ; 
but, because of data given, it seems probable they are. This 
explains why the marriages are stated as probable. 


1. Lronarp, b. Roxbury, Mass., August 1, 1772; probably d. y. 
2. Fanny, b. Roxbury, Mass., June 22, 1774; the printed Vital Records of 
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Cambridge, Mass., lists the m. int. of Fanny Foster and James 
Shed, June 14, 1803; no record of their marriage. This James Shed 
and his family are listed upon p 241, The Daniel Shed Genealogy 
(Frank E. Shed, 1921); it says James Shed was a son of Nathan® 
and Elizabeth (Johnson) Shed and was b. Bedford, N. H., June 17, 
1778; m. (sic) (1) June 14, 1803, Fanny Foster; names of her 
parents and date and place of her birth not given; says Fanny 4d. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 27, 1822, but does not give her age at death; 
lists her six children—one dau. was named Cyrene. In vol. N-S, 
List (alphabetical) of Deaths Registered in the City of Boston, 
1801 to 1848, inclusive, there is listed the death on Jan. 27, 1822, 
of Fanny Shed, wife of James, aged 48 yrs.; that age checks fairly 
well with Fanny Foster’s birth date. 

3. JoHN (Jr.), b. Littleton, Mass., April 22, 1776; he was living Sept. 8, 
1823 when he witnessed the deed by which John* Foster and Bas- 
moth his wife conveyed their property in Boxborough to John Hunt 
of Boston, and probably was living on April 21, 1831 when John‘ 
Foster executed his will; no proved record of his marriage or of his 
death has so far been found (but the search has not been a pro- 
tracted one), yet it is probable he did marry and was the father of 
the Hannah Craft mentioned in John‘ Foster’s will as his grand- 
daughter. The marriage intention of Matthew Crafts and Hanna 
Lewis Foster was recorded June 13, 1826 on p. 317, vol. 10, Boston 
Publishments 1823 to 1827; Boston Marriages 1825 to 1840, vol. 16, 
records on p. 64 the marriage of Matthew Crafts and Hannah Lewis 
by Rev. Asa Eaton on 6 August 1826; the records of Christ Church, 
Boston, also list (p. 139) this marriage of Matthew Crafts and 
Hannah Lewis. Evidently, Rev. Mr. Eaton did not hear or forgot 
the surname Foster and in making his return to the City of Boston 
of the marriage he copied the Church record. However, the true 
maiden name of Hannah was Foster and not Lewis, as is shown by 
the record of her death in the Division of Vital Statistics, State 
House, Boston, (Boston Deaths, 285:31) No. 830. ‘‘Feb. 2, 1876, 
Hannah L. Crafts, maiden name Foster, d. age 69-7—, widow of Mat- 
thew b. Roxbury, dau. of John, b. Littleton and ————, b. Wey- 
mouth.’’ From her age at death, Hannah was b. in July 1806; birth 
not listed in the printed Vital Records of Roxbury. The records 
in the Division of Vital Statistics, Boston, of the deaths of two 
sons of Matthew and Hannah Crafts confirm the statement that 
Hannah’s surname was Foster, viz: 17: 607, Samuel I. Crafts 4d. 
Boston, Oct. 4, 1907, age 61-4-7, mother’s name Hannah Foster, b. 
Boston; 531: 254, George G. Crafts, d. Boston, July 31, 1902, age 
68-1-2, mother’s name Hannah L. Foster, b. Roxbury. Matthew 
Crafts, the father of these sons and husband of Hannah, d. Bos 
ton, Nov. 4, 1868, age 69-5— , b. Prussia (Germany). (Ibid. 213: 
193.). 

4. LEonarp (again), b. Littleton, Mass., April 12, 1778; no other record 
of him found. 

5. Lorurop, b. Dudley, Mass., Aug. 24, 1780; no other record of him 
found. 

6. JABEZ, bapt. Dudley, Mass., May 11, 1783; no other record of him found. 

7. CyrentA, b. Dudley, Mass., Oct. 23, 1784; she probably was the Cyrene 
Foster the printed Vital Records of Cambridge, Mass., lists as m. Mar. 
6, 1808, to John Hunt of Boston, Mass. The Boston Record Com- 
missioners’ 30th Report lists on p. 498 the m. int. of John Hunt 
and Cyrece Foster, Feb. 11, 1808. It may be recalled that John‘ 
Foster deeded his property in Boxborough on Sept. 8, 1823 to John 
Hunt of Boston. Mr. Hunt probably was responsible for the arrange- 
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ment made with Barnard Battles of Boxborough for him to take 
over the Foster property from Hunt on Feb. 1, 1827 and to convey 
it to John Foster on that day for the term of Mr. Foster’s natural 
life. The name of John Hunt appears also in the list of John* Fos- 
ter’s creditors who were to be paid out of the $400.00 Hunt was to 
pay Mr. Foster for his property. The List (alphabetical) of Deaths 
Registered in the City of Boston 1801 to 1848, inclusive, vol. E-H, 
includes the death May 11, 1825, of Cyrene, wife of John Hunt, age 
40; this age checks with the birth date of Cyrenia Foster. 
The Genealogy of the Name and Family of Hunt (T. B. Wyman, 

Jr., 1862-3) lists on p. 63, the birth on April 18, 1783, of John, son of 
Jeremiah*® and Nancy (Blodgett) Hunt of Northborough, Mass., and 
on p. 65 the m. of John Hunt to Cyrene Foster on March 6, 1808, and 
their family. John Hunt is said to have d. Boston, Aug. 14, 1850, 
record No, 2241, 

8. Harvey, b. Dudley, Mass., Dec. 15, 1786; probably d. y. 

9. HarvEy (again), b. Dudley, Mass., Nov. 9, 1789; no other record of 
him found.

Signed by Walter 
Deane. Witnesses: John Deane and Asten Cobb. Ack. by 
Walter Deane 2 Mar. 1684/5 before John Walley, Asst. 

(1:62) 2 July 1684 Walter Deane of Taunton confirms the 
above assignment in a separate deed: ‘‘To my well-beloved son 
Joseph Deane cordwainer of Taunton .. . consideration .. . 
naturall affection . .. all that lott ... which I bought of Arthur 
Harris of Plymouth ... by estimation six acres . . . more or less.’’ 
Signed by Walter Deane. Witnesses: John Deane and Asten 
Cobb. 

(1:63) 14 Jan. 1684 Joseph Deane ‘‘cordwinder’’ of Taun-

All references are to Bristol Co., Mass., Land Records in the 
Registry at Taunton, Mass. 

The foregoing records prove that Walter’ Deane, the emigrant 
to Taunton, Mass., had a daughter (unnamed) who married 
Bartholomew Tipping, and that their only child, Lydia Tipping, 
married Ebenezer Burt of Taunton. There is also proof that 
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Ezra? Deane was oldest son of Walter. Joseph? Deane is com- 
monly accepted as the oldest son. 

Mr. William Reed Deane in his account of John and Walter 
Deane (New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg. 3:384) mentions the deed in 
which Bartholomew Tipping calls Joseph? Deane ‘‘brother-in- 
law’’ but seems to be unaware of the deed in which Walter calls 
Bartholomew his son-in-law. Gen. Ebenezer W. Peirce in his 
Dean Genealogy does not mention any Tipping connection. The 
Ms. Deane Genealogy by Josiah Drummond deposited in the 
library of the New Eng. Hist. Gen. Society at Boston states that 
Walter Dean had a daughter Lydia who m. Bartholomew Tip- 
ping. I have not found this daughter’s name mentioned any- 
where in records at Taunton. Probably Drummond confused her 
with her daughter, Lydia Tipping. He errs in other statements 
also. 

Neither Walter Deane nor Bartholomew Tipping left wills or 
had probate settlements recorded at Taunton.

administrator of said Wm Harlow deceased, quitclaim to the 
said William Harlow of Middleboro title in 1114 acres land in 
Middleboro.

The Buell Genealogy, 1881, by Albert Wells, states, on page 


) 85, that William (3) Buell (Samuel 2, Wm. 1) b. 18 Oct. 1676, 


married Elizabeth, daughter of Joseph Collins. 

Elizabeth, dau. of Joseph Collier, was born about 1675, ag. 16 
in 1691 in the inventory of Joseph Colyer of Hartford. The 
Goodwins of Hartford by F. F. Starr, p. 67, in list of children 
of Joseph Collier has only the following on the daughter, Eliza- 
beth—‘‘b. abt. 1675, living 1691.’’ 

Lebanon Inscriptions (New Eng. Reg. Vol. 74) has ‘‘Mrs 
Elizabeth Buel, wife of Mr. William Buel, Daughter of Mr. 
Joseph Collier of Hartford’’ died ‘‘Dee. 7 1729 Aged 54 yrs.’’, 
which seems to prove that the first wife of William (3) Buell, 
and mother of all his children, was Elizabeth, daughter of Joseph 
and Elizabeth (Sanford) Collier.

Paine Corrections 


The article by Mary Lovering Holman (GENEALOGisT, vol. 21, 
pp. 181-189) contains a few errors.* Moses! Paine, I am quite 
sure, was not an ensign. His son, Moses”, held that title, Roberts 
(History of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
1:141) says from 1655, and in the Records of the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay (4, pt. 2, p. 495) we find under date of 8 
June 1671 the item, ‘‘Moses Paine, ensign to the foote company 
at Braintree being thence removed, this court doth appoint 
Robert Twelve to be ensign. ...’’ See also pages 295 and 362,

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where ‘‘Ensign’’ Moses Paine is named as deputy for Braintree 
in 1666 and 1668. 

Moses* was not the purchaser of the land ‘‘near Mendon”’ nor 
was 1642 the date of purchase. In 1662 Mr. Peter Brackett and 
Ensign Moses? Paine purchased for Braintree a parcel eight 
miles square about fifteen miles from Medfield. The Indian 
deed is dated April 20, 1662. Under order of the General Court, 
Brackett and Paine assigned their interest to the selectmen of the 
Town of ‘‘Mendam’’ for the use of the town, by assignment dated 
May 12, 1670. The Indian deed and the assignment are recorded 
twice in Suffolk Deeds (6 :288-9; 9:58-9) and are copied in The 
Proprietors Records of the Town of Mendon, and Metealf, Annals 
of the Town of Mendon. 

The total of the inventory of Moses was not £73-05-05 (which 
was the amount of ‘‘debts to be paid out’’) but £671-03-00. 
The real estate items were one dwelling house and barn with one 
acre and quarter land, £85; the ground within the fenced fold, 
£58 ; fifteen acres of meadow, £30; upland valued at £20; a house 
and land at Coneord, £50; a house and land at Cambridge, £30; 
and wheat in the barn, £11. I should be inclined to infer that all 
the items were in Braintree except the Concord and Cambridge 
ones. For the Cambridge parcel, which appears to have been 
conveyed Sept. 30, 1646, by Moses? to his brother-in-law Henry 
Adams, and by him shortly after to William Manning, Jr., see 
Proprietors Records, Cambridge, 1896 (2:72, 113, 125). 

The list of children of Moses? Paine requires revision. The 
tenth child, Rebecca, it is to be assumed, was the daughter of 
Moses and Elizabeth who appears anonymously in Braintree 
Records as born on 4th month, 23rd day, 1667 [23 June 1667, 
not 1664]. To this list we should, I think, add, as Savage did, 
two children recorded in Boston: Hannah, of Moses & Elizabeth 
Paine, born April 20, 1671; and Lydia, of Moses & Elizabeth 
Paine, born Aug. 23, 1674. Moses? Paine, who had removed from 
Braintree by 1671 (see above), appears in Boston Records as 
early as 1672 as clerk of the market, and later as a constable, an 
inspector, a surveyor, and a licensed taverner; and it is probable 
that the two children last named were his children. 

The two children of Moses* Paine named Moses are in the 
article and by Savage given early deaths. The death of the first 
_ Moses*, b. 16 July 1646, appears of record in Braintree, but I 
do not find a reeord of death of the second, and by deed dated 
Sept. 20, 1681 (Suffolk Deeds, 12:111), Moses Paine Junior of 
Boston, Housewright, conveyed to his father Moses Paine Senior 
of Boston, Yeoman, and Thomas Walker of Boston, Brickburner, 
‘¢all my share or first division of land which was left unto Eliza- 
beth Paine (wife of Moses Paine Sen’r and daughter of Elder 
William Coleborn, late of sd. Boston, deed.) and unto her children 
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by the last will and testament of the sd. William Coleborn,’’ the 
land described being on the northerly side of a pasture in the 
southerly end of Boston. 

In the Boston tax list for 1681, Division No. 8, Capt. John 
Hill’s company, we find three Paines: Moses Paine Sen’r, Moses 
Paine Jr., and William Paine. Moses Paine Jr. does not appear 
thereafter by that designation and when Moses? Paine of Boston, 
taverner, came to die, administration was granted to William 
Paine, his son (his widow not appearing), the date of the decree 
being January 1690/1. (Suffolk Probate, 8:154.) Nor is Moses 
Paine Jr. a party to the deed of partition dated Sept. 4, 1697, 
where part or all of grandfather William Colborne’s devise to his 
daughter Elizabeth Paine and her children in his will dated 
August 1, 1662, was divided among William Payne of Boston, 
joiner, grandson of Elder William Colborne, late of Boston, Mary 
Small of Boston, widow, Thomas Powell of Boston, mariner, and 
Margaret his wife, and Thomas Walker Jun’r of Beston, Brick- 
burner, and Rebecca his wife; Mary, Margaret and Rebecca each 
being described as a granddaughter of the said William Col- 
borne and a sister of the said William Payne, and the land 
divided being at the southerly end of Boston. (Suffolk Deeds, 
47 :201.) 

From the above, it may justly be deduced that Moses* Paine 
(Moses*, Moses!), born 24 June 1652, did not die 10 Aug. 1657 
but lived to be a taxpayer in 1681 and to convey his share of his 
grandfather’s estate in the same year. He probably died before 
1690, when William claimed administration on his father’s estate, 
a responsibility that would naturally have gone to the oldest 
living son.

Some interesting old 
family accounts are included. The main part of the book is a 
genealogical listing of descendants. The form of arrangement 
is not standard, but the disadvantage of splitting groups of 
brothers and sisters is offset by the printing of the direct line of 
descent at the top of each page and by the saving of space which 
makes possible the condensing of a large amount of genealogy 
into fewer pages than would otherwise be required.

GENEALOGICAL BLANK CHARTS 
FOR COMPLETE ANCESTRY 


Many inquiries have been received over the years for genealogical 
charts, but until now I have never issued or sold them. A perfect form 
adequate for all contingencies does not exist and I dare say cannot be 
devised. Some forms have some advantages, others have other advan- 
tages; hence different people have their own preferences for various 
types of charts. 


Personally I have always liked the form devised by Mrs. Bentley W. 
Morse and have sometimes used them for my clients, I have now 
acquired her électrotype and can offer them for sale. The charts are 
double-size and with one fold fit standard Trussell loose-leaf binders. 
Easy to handle, yet six generations are provided for without crowding. 
The 32 ancestors in the sixth generation can be carried each to a chart 
of his own, hence a set of 33 charts ($1.50 net) covers the entire ancestry 
for 11 generations. 

I like these charts because they are spacious and provide room for 
all that is essential without being unwieldy; also because they are simple 
and contain merely the lines between generations, spaces for writing in 
the names, and ‘‘B.’’, ‘‘M.’’ and ‘‘D.’’ for the dates, with enough space 
tv write in the dates and places of each event. But tastes in charts 
differ, and I can’t guarantee you will like this form as well as I do. 
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
